FISH CONSUMPTION

Half a million tons of fish and sea 
products are taken out of Canadian 
waters—ocean, lake and river—every 
year by Canada’s 70,000 gommercial 
fishermen, says Captain Frederick 
William Wallace, telling of Canada’s 
fish story in the February’ issue of 
the C-I-L Oval.

Chronic hoarsenegs« is often mis 
‘takenly attributed to “chronic laryn- 
'gitis’ so that cancer of the larynx 
has in many cases become hopelessly 
adivanced before it is discovered; 
tuberculosis of the larynx or syphilis 
has often destroyed the cartilages 
before examinztion has revealed the 
cause. 

To ufderstand the mechanism of 
hoarseness we must remember that 
for clearspeaking, the vocal chords 
must (1) come togelther, (2) draw 
tense, (3) vibrate. Anything that in- 
terferes with any or all of these es- 
sentials may cause the symptom, 
hoarseness.

The real issue, however, which has 
caused what may fairly be calbed a 
constitutional crisiz, permaps the 
most serious in the nation’s history, 
is whether the trend of recent years 
toward centralization of all Govern- 
menit power in Washington shall fbe 
checked, or whether power shall fur- 
ther be concéntrated in the Execu- 
-tive.-And on that issue the Presi- 
déent’s own supporters in Congress 
are sharply divided. Senators and 
Representatives are hearing from 
the voters back home in greater vol- 
ume than ever before. Hundreds of 
thousands, perhaps a milion letters 
have poured in on the members of 
both Houses in the past month, the 
great majority opposing the Presi- 
dent's plan of enlanging the Supreme 
Count instead’ of recommending the 
amendment of the Constitution in 
such a way as to remove all doubt 
of the constitutionality of his pro- 
posals. That he will accept a com- 
promise plan if his Court plan fails 
of acceptance, goes without saying.
